"Coa! dealers who attempt to rharge in excess of 13 cents a bushel for 


coal delivered from any mine within a radius of fCve miles of this city are lia- 
ble to prosecution and will be reported to state fuel administration authori- 
ties." 


This was the statement made last night to ihe Tribune by Bert West, 


Roscoe coal dealer, following the receipt of a telegram from L, A. Sneeds, of 
the Fuel Administration Commission at Washington, requesting him to Sup- 
ply immediately sufficient coal for emergency requirements as requested by 
the Ohio coal clearing house. 


THE LEGAL SELLING PRICE 


Mr. West stated that his fust consideration will be to see that local con- 


sumers are not victimized by unscrupulous haulers and dealers and declared 
that mine ovvnen. must sell at the mine at the following figures:

Fuel administrator Garfieid has granted an increase, not yet effective, of 


from 25 to SO cents a ton or 1 to 2 cents a bushel to cover a wage advance 
to be granted to miners and laborers. This added to \he above figures gives 
the maximum charge which can legally be made at the mines. 


THE COST OF HAULING 


To this must be added the cost of hauling which at present is five cents 


a bushel from the Morgan Run and In ham mines and three and four cents 
from the Roscoe mines. This would make the cost of mine run coal not more 
than 16 2-5 cents a bushel from the Mcrga nRun snd Ingham mines nor more 
than 17 2-5 for lump coai. Mr. West stated that because of the increased cost 
cf feed an advance of a cent s bushel would not be deemed unreasonable 
but further advances would -be-deemed evidence of an attempted "gouge."*..
